EYE AUSTRIA'S 
POLITICAL FIGHT 


tsy WADE W ARNER 
Vienna 
(/P)—Whatev er 
the 
outcome of the inv olv ed political 
struggle In Austria, one thing is 
certain: the v ictory will*be cred­ 
ited to a foreign power. 
France, Germany and Italy 
are keenly interested in what is 
happening here. Chechoslov akia 
is watching, too, not only as an 


ally of France and a member of 
the Little Entente, but as a re­ 
public bordering on Austria. 
What makes these countries 
so interested in Austria’s affairs 
is the fact that the nex t few 
weeks may determine whether 
the republic will become part of 
Hitlerite Germany , or a fascist 
ally of Germany , Italy and Hun­ 
gary , 
or 
a 
neutral 
republic 
friendly 
to 
an t i-rev isionist 
France and her allies. 
If the Hitlerites win out—and 
many people think that dev elop­ 
ment inev itable—the formation 
of a nazi gov ernment in Vienna 
will be looked upon in France 
and other countries as a practi­ 
cal realization of -anschluss,” or 
union with Germany . 


“ Anschluss,” J t will be recalled, 
was v etoed by the allies when 
Austria and Germany v oted to 
unite just after the collapse of 
the Austro-Hungarian empire. A 
prohibition of such unification 
was written into article 8 8 of the 
treaty of St. Germain. 
The nazi leader here, Alfred E. 
Fauenfeld, say s that a nazi gov ­ 
ernment in Austria would not 
mean 
Immediate 
“ anschluss,” 
because it is -a question of for­ 
eign policy and would hav e to be 
treated as such.” 
Italy , France and the Little 
Entente all oppose “ anschluss.” 
Friendly as Mussolini may be 
toward the Hitler regime in Ger­ 
many , he does not v iew with en­ 
thusiasm a powerful Germany 


ex tending down to the Brenner 
pass. 
On the other hand, if the 
Dollfuss gov ernment or a subse­ 
quent 
heimwehr 
gov ernment 
should succeed in crushing the 
socialists and at the same time 
warding off the nazi driv e, the 
resultant militantly conserv ativ e 
regime could still be a v ital unit 
in a determined rev isionist bloc 
including 
Germany , 
Austria 
Hungary , and Italy . 
That solution might please It­ 
aly , but it would 
not 
satisfy 
France and her allies. 
If, on the other hand, finan­ 
cial difficulties for, as some poli­ 
tical leaders put it, “ French fi­ 
nancial pressure” ) should force 
the gov ernment to grant the so­ 


cialist demand for a return to 
parliamentary rule and a reso- 
luet abstinence from rev isionist 
alliances, the resultant -neutral” 
Austria would not be looked up­ 
on as such by Italy or Germany . 
And so, whichev er path the 
puzzled Austrians choose, their 
choice will be discussed in other 
countries as a “ French v ictory ,” 
or “ an Italian success” or “ a 
German set-back” with v ery lit­ 
tle breath or printer’s ink wasted 
on whether it was a fine solution 
for Austria.

The Chinese defenders prev i­ 
o usly had retreated. 
Steady pro gress by fo ur o ther 
Japanese co m m anders in their 
driv e westward was repo rted in 
Rengo dispatches fro m the fro nt 
Suday. All were headed to ward 
Fengjun and Tsunhwa. 
Aided by airplanes, the fo ur 
co mmanders repo rted they had 
killed hundreds o f their Chinese 
o ppo nents and ro uted o ther h u n­ 
dreds.
